NORWEGIAN SHIP. 
BLOWN UP BY MINE: 
FIGHT MEN PERISH 


Captain and Three Other Sur- 
vivors Picked Up After 
North Sea Accident. 


LONDON, Aug. 27.—The Norwegian 
steamer Gottfried has been blown up in 
the North Sea by a floating mine. 
Eight members of her crew lost their 
lives. 

The Captain of the trawler and three 
‘Others were picked up from floating | 
wreckage and brought into Shields by 
the fishing boat Norden. Officers of 
the latter say they were alarmed all 
through the night by distant explosions, 
Which followed each other at intervals 
from 9 p. m. to 4 a. m. 

At 6 a. m. the lookout on the Norden 
sighted and picked up a man floating 
on a plank. He declared the Gottfried 
had been blown up three hours earlier 
and had gone down immediately with 
eight members of her crew. The dead 
men had been blown to pieces; Later 
the Captain of the Gottfried was found 
floating in a lifeboat and two others of 
her complement were rescued from 
floating wreckage. 

The Norwegian steamer Gottfried was 
built at Stockholm in 1899 and hed a 
gross tonnage of . and she was 140 
feet long. She was owned in Hau- 
gesund, Morway.

Premier Vivian! visited Elysee Pal- 
ace at 10:15 p. m. and notified President 
Poincare that the members of the Cab- 
inet decided to resign collectively. He 
said that he and his colleagues had 
come to the conclusion that, in the 
circumstances through which the coun- 
try was passing, the ministry should 
have a wider scope and comprise the 
best men in all the republican groups. 
President Poincare charged M. Vivi-

Cabinet, which the Premier accepted.

Aug. ~The Daily News 
tussian papers at hand, 
the response of the Russian Poles to 
Grand Duke Nicholas’ manifesto has 


been everywhere enthusiastic. There 
has been no hitch in the mobilization of 
Polish troops, no desertions, and the 
national parties have issued a joint man- 
ifesto .cautioning the Polish people 
against independent action. 

Woe must not,’ the manifesto says, 
‘take upon ourselves an active part, 
but by merely defending our position 
as an independent people we may pre- 
pare for ourselves a better future. The 
danger consists ir temptations, in pre- 
mature ‘nitiative, in Systemless activity. 
None of the peoples taking part in the 
war will have to make so many sacri- 
tices as the Polish nation, whose sons 
will shed their blood in three armies. 
Those, therefore, cannot be regarded as 
our friends who demand from us a still 
greater tribute of blood. 

These words are Obviousiy directed 
against those who would like to see 
Poland rise on her own account against 
all comers. The manifesto, however, 
is directed against the Austro- 
German efforts to gain the support of 
the Poles when it says: ‘It is obvious 
that these who have got up this unl- 
versal storm, have least of all regarded 
our interests and will afterward want 
to exploit us for their own Sake, as 
experience of the past has shown. We 
warn you against this danger.’ 


In Austrian Poland the Princes Rad- 
ziwill and Zceartoski, the foremost rep- 
resentatives of the old Polish aristoc- 
racy, married to daughter of the 
Archduke Charles-Stephan, are in union 
with Adstro-Polish Socialists, doing 
their best to tempt Russian Poles. The 
Austrian Government has formed two 
special volunteer regiments .of Polish 
cavalry and presented them with the 
complete outfit of old Polish hussars 
and uhilans.

The Rev. Mr. Williams saw two priests 
near Argentau, who were being made 
the butts of brutal jokes by German offi- 
cers. The priests’ cassocks were torn to 
ribbons by sword thrusts, the Germans 
considering it great fun to run blades 
through the cassocks to frighten them.

GERMAN PLAN OF 
CAMPAIGN CAUGHT 
FRENGH NAPPING 


Strength of Invasion of Belgium 
a Surprise, Says Paris 
Correspondent, 


OUTLINED LONG BEFORE|” 


Could Not Have Been Bxtem- 
porized, He Argues From 
Later Events. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World. 
LONDON, Aug. 27.—The Daly Chron- 
icle’s Paris oorrespondent writes that 
the plans of campaign of the two chief 
adversaries are now clear, and the dif- 
ference between them is highly tmpor- 
tant in a political, as well as in a mili- 
tary sense. He says there is a good 
deal of evidence to support the belief 
that the French military authorities did 


not expest that the whole weight of the 
German attack could be thrown upon 
the line which the Prussian troops have 
actually taken. 

“This is a strong statement,” adds 
the Chronicle man, for jt was sup- 
posed to be the duty of soldiers to 
forsee every military possibility. But 
the facts, now that we know them, are 
eloquent and unanswerabie. They show 
that, while the violation of the neu- 
trality of Laxemburg and even an at- 
tempt upon the Meuse valley through 
Liege, was enticipated, the destruction 
of Belgium, to make way for the pas- 
sage of the vast armies through the 
great plain of Flanders toward ITdiiie 
and Maubeuge had never seriously oo- 
curred to anyone as possible. 

‘The attack on the center of the 
France-Belgium border could not pos- 
sibly have been extemporized, but it 
would not hawe been quite so pronounced 
if Liege had not maintained so long and 
glorious resistance against the German 
march through the Meuse valley. The 
narrow strip, surrounded by high hills, 
makes an almost impossible passage for 
large masses of men, and can only have 
played a minor part in the plan of cam- 


paigns as it was originally prepared. 


Plan Long Matured, 


The long road to the French frontier 
from Aachen and Koeln (Aix-la-Chapelle 
and Cologne) would make the transpor- 
tation of troops, food and war material 
for an army of 500,000 men, as the Ger-

Swingley 
has a fire alarm alongside his bed at 
home, and Henderson will temporarily 
desert his family and home at 3810 Shaw 
avenue, where he has no available ga- 
rage space, to sleep at engine house 
No, 40, Dleventh and Locust streets.

Lieut. Henderson, who has served in 
every capacity from steering the rear 
wheels of a hook and ladder to acting 
chief since he was appointed a private 
Sept. 21, 1898, gave distinguished service 
from the first and his rise from the 
lowest rank to the highest was as rapid 
almost as that of Chief Swingley.

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THE NEW DEPARTMENTAL HEADS. 

The promotion of one offictal of Charles E. 
Swingley's efficiency and long service would give 
quality to a much less promising list of appointees 
than those Mayor Kiel has named for his first 
departmental heads under the new charter. 

But the remaining names in the list can stand 
on their own merit. Sewer Commissioner James 
A. Hooke, an accomplished engineer who already 
has served the city acceptably for nearly 10 years, 
becomes Director of Public Utilities. Street Com- 
missioner Charles M. Talbert, another engineer 
of high professional qualifications, becomes Di- 
rector of Streets and Sewers. Of the four depart- 
mental heads, Emil Tolkacz has had the shortest 
experience with actual city problems, but has done 
good work as chairman of the Hospital Board. 
His promotion to be Director of Public Welfare 
seems logical and places the affairs of the depart- 
ment in the charge of a man who has won his 
spurs in handling kindred activities. 

The selections seem to be a fine exemplification 
of the merit principle in public appointments. If 
these men of experience and demonstrated ca- 
pacity do not make good, in what quarter would 
we look for men to make good? In calling to 
greater things men who have already been faithful 
in their stewardship over lesser, Mayor Kiel has 
revealed an earnest, thoughtful purpose to comply 
with the spirit of the new charter and live up 
to the magnitude of his opportunity.
